illii Tennnnt running all over the court
to meet the returna, and tho effort
VMkcned her, bo that In the critical
tames toward tlie close of the match
iha had very little In reserve. Mra,
Mallory, too, wns forced to let down
considerably In the second aet, but ahe
was more equal to tha taik of rallying
when tho occasion required, and her
superior strength ttood her In good
Itead.

Just how closo tho tusslo was may bo
understood from tho fact thnt the points
wire 81 to 77 In Mra. Maltory'e favor.
In tha flnnl aet Mlia Tennant was wltl
tn a single point of making tho acore

all, Cominif from behind after Mra.
Mallory had run Into n lead of I 1, tho
eoat girl drew up to 3 I, and then on
hir own aervlco von tho flrat threo
points, which cave her a lead of t0
love. In her over anxiety Miss Tennant
drove tho ball out In tha next rally and
then followed with o. "net" ns Mra.

Thro"(fiout tho conteit Mrs. Mallory
outplaced .Miss Tennant and at the end
had a total of 3D earned points to. her
credit to IS for her opponent. She wss
charged with moro errors, 50, to 43 for
Mips Tennant,. tha majority of them
coming ,ns a result of her persistency
In attempting to ahavo tho sideline too
finely or to whip the ball forehand aa
close to the corner aa possible. Except
In tho second ret Miss Tennant's chop
troko bothered tha winner very llttlo.

She was on top of the ball quickly and
cencrally mot It solidly and accurately.
passing Mlu Tennant tlmo and igalrv
as the latter c&mo in to volley. There
wis scarcely an opening, no matter
how small, that Mra. Mallory did not
take full advantage of.

Miss Gosa experienced unexpected
troublo In disposing of Mra. Nathaniel
W, N'ilcs In tho second of the fifth round
inatchofl. Tho latter wna very atrady,
while Miss Goss had several streaks of
wild hitting, during which sho had dif-
ficulty recovering the range of tha net
and tho base Una. Her decisive volley-
ing, however, helped her through when
hard pressed. In the l&ttor stages of tha
match Mies Gosa finally settled down to
etfectlvo tennis and won at i, 6- -2.
